the old stand for fencing in the en­ 
tire course aud to 
build 
g baseball 
park inside the tracks. 
AlkenB says that the 
property is 
losing money for him and his partner, 
Hayes, every year, and that he bas had 
dozens of, offers from men who are 
anxious to buy the 62 acres for farm­ 
ing purposes? 
“ I would hate to see the 
grounds 
plowed up— the track has a reputa­ 
tion of being one of tile fastest in the 
state,” said Aikens. 
“ If the turns are 
banked it would become as fast as 
any mile motor racing track in the 
country.

The present owners of the Santa 
Ana race track property 
on Bristol 
street, J. IS’. Aikens and C. D. Hayes, 
are now at work on plans to form an 
amusement company to take over the 
property. 
According to 
information 
given out by Aikens It is tentatively 
planned, in the event of th’e success­ 
ful organizing of the company, to tear 
down tile present grandstand, to build 
another closer to the straightaway, to 
bank all the curves 
on the present 
mile track for fast automobile and mo­ 
torcycle racing, to build 
a half-mile 
track inside the present one for horse 
racing, to use the lumber gotten from 
the old stand for fencing in the en­ 
tire course and to build 
a baseball 
park inside the tracks. 
Aikens says that the 
property is 
losing money for him and his partner, 
flayer, every year, and that fie has had 
dozens of otters from men who are 
anxious to buy the G2 acres for farm­ 
ing purpose** 
“I would hate to see the 
grounds 
plowed up—the track has a reputa­ 
tion of being one of the fastest in the 
state,” >aid Aikens. “lf the turns are 
banked it would become as fast as 
any mile motor racing track in the 
country. 
But unless we are able to 
do something soon toward stimulating 
interest in the formation 
of a com­ 
pany or association to 
improve the 
property for sports in order that ade­ 
quate returns may be realized 
from 
the proiK?rty it will have to be plow­ 
ed up.” 
Aiken says that he has talked to a 
great many people in regard to his 
plan and that he has met with much 
enthusiasm. 
He says that there are 
dozens of trotting horse owners and 
fanciers in the county who are ready 
to invest in stock in 
the 
new com­ 
pany immediately it is formed. 
“By remodelling 
the 
property so 
that two separate tracks may be used, 
one for horse racing and one for mo­ 
tor racing, we will give 
the 
horse­ 
men and the automobile men an equal 
chance to follow the kind of racing 
they like,” Aiken said. 
• Another thing that must be borne 
in mind,” Aikens went on, “is this: 
Tracts of land big enough 
for mile 
racing 
tracks 
are 
fast 
becoming 
scrace in Orange county. 
It will be 
but ii few years when the opportunity 
to acquire land for a track of this 
distance will be gone. Then, too, the 
character of the soil at the Santa Ana 
track is wonderfully suited for rac­ 
ing 
it is hard, and may be kept in 
shape with very little trouble.”

bye. In the second round United States 
defeated Germany, five matches to one, 
and Canada defeated Belgium by a 
similar score. In the final round the
